pnn-ranch  home  at  Dear  CreeTc,

Wright  Moyle,  at  6 a.m.

Moyle  is  flown  to  Salt  Lake, 
Thursday,  funeral  arrangements 
will  await  consultation  by  mem- 
bers of  the  family  with  the  First 
Presidency. 

PRESIDENT  Moyle  was  nam- 
,ed  to  the  First  Presidency  in  Jan- 
uary of  1959,  filling  the  vacancy 
created  by  the  death  of  Stephen 
L Richards.  On  Oct.  12,  1961,  he 
was  named  first  counselor  to  re- 
place J.  Reuben  Clai’k,  Jr. 

A son  of  James  H.  and  Alice 
Dinwoodey  Moyle,  he  was  bom 
April  22,  1889,  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

He  was  a member  ol  the  Coun- 
cil of  Twelve  Apostles  for  12 
/ears.  Ordained  in  April,  1947,  he 
served  in  the  post  until  he  was 
appointed  to  the  First  Presidency. 

AFTER  THE  organization  of 
the  General  Welfare  Committee 
in  1936,  he  became  its  chairman, 
directing  production  and  preser- 
vation of  food,  clothing  and  other 
necessities. 

He  has  also  served  as  president 
of  three  oil  refining  companies 
and  a livestock  company.  He  was 
a member  of  the  National  Petro- 
leum Council  and  director  of  the 
American  Petroleum  Institute. 

President  Moyle  fulfilled  a 
mission  to  Germany  in  1909,  af- 
ter receiving  a mining  engineer- 
ing degree  at  the  University  of 
Utah. 

HE  IS  survived  by  his  widow, 
four  daughters  and  two  sons, 
Mrs.  Kenneth  W.  (Alice)  Yates. 
Jr.,  Salt  Lake  City;  Mrs.  Frank 
(Marie)  Wangeman,  New  York 
City;  Mrs.  Howard  (Virginia) 
Marsh,  Dallas,  Texas;  Mrs.  Veigh 
(Janet)  Nielson,  Bartlesville, 
Okla.,  Henry  D.  Moyle,  Jr.,  presi- 
dent of  the  French  East  Mission, 
Geneva  Switzerland,  and  Richard 
Moyle,  Salt  Lake  City.

Tuesday’s  Speech  . . . 


Y Faculty  Challenged 
By  Elder  G.  Hinckley

“What  are  you  going  to  teach 
them?” 

The  2,000  faculty  members  of 
BYU  were  challenged  with  this 
question  by  Gordon  B.  Hinkley  of 
the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  Tuesday. 

ELDER  HINKLEY  cited  speci- 
fic students:  a disillusioned  girl 
from  California,  a shy  girl  from 
Nevada,  a California  boy  who, 
with  a scholarship  to  any  uni- 
versity in  the  United  States, 
chose  to  come  to  BYU;  a frail, 
frightened  Oriental  boy*  eager 
again:  “What  are  you  going  to 
teach  them?” 

He  mentioned  briefly,  the  ob- 
vious subjects:  English,  psychol- 
ogy, accounting,  and  continued, 
“There  is  another  education,  the 
education  of  the  heart,  conscience 
and  character.” 

HE  SPECIFIED  the  problem

Freshman  Events  Scheduled 
As  Orientation  Nears  Finish 

Freshman  Orientation. rolls  into  its  third  day  Thursday 
as  nearly  6,000  freshmen  face  a barrage  of  tests,  meetings 
and  social  activities.- 

Thursday’s  activities  will  begin  with  college  and  depart- 
mental meetings  at  8 a.m.  Stu- 
dents will  meet  with  their  deans 
and  department  chairmen  and 
will  be  advised  of  opportunities 
and  requirements,  according  to 
Alma  King,  orientation  chairman. 

BISHOP  Victor  L.  Brown  of 
the  Presiding  Bishopric  will  be 
-guest  speaker  at  a general  sess- 
ion at  11  a.m.  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house. 

The  new  students  will  be  di- 
vided into  six  groups  and  will 
then  rotate  through  six  different 
orientation  periods  ending  Friday 
evening. 

Orientation  one  deals  with  test- 
ing of  all  students  and  will  be 
held  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  East 
Gym. 

Orientation  two  will  be  con- 
cerned with  personnel  services 
and  will  take  place  in  the  Joseph 
Smith  Auditorium. 

Students  who  attend  orienta- 
tion three  will  be  assigned  to  a 
faculty . adviser  and  will  discuss 
tlieir  college  program. 

the  FOURTH  phase  of  orien- 
tation will  also  be  in  the  Joseph 
Smith  Bldg,  an  dwill  deal  with 
music  and  language  tryouts  and 
tests. 

Fees  will  be  paid  during  the 
fifth  orientation  period  while  the 
sixth  session  will  deal  with  the 
Honor  Council,  Academic  Emph- 
asis Committee  and  viewing  the 
honor  code  film,  “Pathway  to 
Honor.”  Students  will  be  divided 
into  small  discussion  groups,  ac- 
cording to  Chris  Toronto,  stu- 
dent orientation  chairman. 

“MEET  YOUR  BISHOP”  ses- 
sions will  be  conducted  Thursday 
evening  at  7 in  each  wai’d’s  usual 
meeting  place.  Bishops  and  pres- 
idents of  auxiliaries  will  be  intro- 
duced, special  instructions  given 
on  transfer  of  membership. 

A transfer  student  orientation 
will  be  held  Friday  from  8 a.m. 
to  5:30  p.m.  in  the  Knight  Bldg. 

THE  EVENING  session,  begin- 
ning at  7 p.m.  will  include  the 
traditional  meeting  in  the  field- 
house — “Who  Lights  the  Y?”  The 
audience  will  be  addressed  by 
Harvey  L.  Taylor,  vice-president 
of  BYU. 

As  the  students  leave  the  field- 
house,  they  will  see  the  Y on  the 
mountain  lit  by  a campus  ser- 
vice fraternity,  the  Intercollegiate 
Knights.  A dance  on  the  tennis 
courts  will  follow  to  the  music 
of  Gary  Madsen’s  20-piece  band. 

FRESHMEN  and  transfer  stu- 
dents will  reigster  Saturday  from 
8 a.m.  - 5 p.m.  Upper  classmen 
will  register  both  Monday  and 
Tuesday.  The  evening  will  be 
highlighted'  by  the  traditional 
Student  Talent  Night  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  at  8:15  which 
will  feature  both  old  and  new  tal- 
ent, Mr.  Toronto  noted. 

Monday  and  Tuesday  will  be 
free  of  formal  meetings  for.  the 
new  students,  but  activities  have 
been  arranged  by  the  Orientatidn 
Committee  to  occupy  their  time. 
Tours  of  the  campus  physical 
plant  will  form  at  the  Smoot 
Bldg,  and  will  be  conducted  by 
the  Intercollegiate  Knights  and 
Sterling  Workman  of  University 
Relations. 

WALT  DISNEY’S  film,  “The 
Living  Desert”  will  be  shown  as 
the  feature  film  with  several 
travel  films  and  scientific  films 
including  one  on  Telestar.  These 
will  be  shown  in  the  Smith  Audi- 
torium continuously  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday. 

At  3:30-5  p.m.  a Mat  Dance  will 
be  held  in  the  Smith  Family  Liv- 
ing Center  both  days. 


of  moral  codes  on  college  cam- 
puses, calling  it  “a  disease  of  epi- 
demic proportions,”  and  stated, 
'Students  need  help  in  establish- 
ing their  moral  guideposts.  They 
need  help  voiced  directly  and  in^ 
directly  in  these  classrooms  and 
fortified  by  your  example.” 

He  challenged  a third  time: 
“What  will  you  teach?” 

Elder  Hinkley  listed  . four 
points  he  considered  vital. 

1.  WORK.  He  quoted  a KSL 
editorial  calling  this  “the  era  of 
the  goof-off,  a stampede  away 
from  responsibility.”  He  told  the 
story  of  a Boeing  707  jet  which 
crashed,  kiUing  89  people,  be- 
cause a New  Jersey  workman 
carelessly  connected  a single 
wire.  “Knowledge  without  labor 
Is  profitless,”  he  stated.  “Know- 
ledge with  labor  is  genius.” 

2.  VIRTUE.  Students  do  not 
need  rationalization,  said  Elder 
Hinkley.  He  quoted  Lester  A. 
Kirkham  of  Washington  State 
University:  “Young  people  are 
not  sex  obsessed.  Their  society 
Is.”  A magazine  predicted  that 
by  1894  premarital  relations 
would  be  the  general  rule.  Elder 
Hinkley'  emphasized  the  obliga- 
tion to  parents  “who  are  entrust- 
ing their  children  to  you.” 

I 3.  INTEGRITY.  He  mentioned 
' his  deep  personal  concern  that 

the  “fast-buck”  competition  was 
only  an  extension  of  competition 
in  college  for  grades.  “Too  often 
I the  attitude  is  an  A.  Get  it,  no 
j matter  what.” 

I 4.  FAITH  IN  GOD.  “If  we  fail 
to  strengthen  faith,”  he  warned 
: solemnly,  “we  may  as  well  lock 
these  doors  built  by  the  faith  and 
sacrifice  of  members  of  the 
I Church.” 

I Elder  Hinkley’s  address  cul- 
j minated  a two-day  conference  for 
jthe  faculty.

Stakes!  On  behalf  of  the  Bishop- 
rics of  our  forty  wards,  we  en- 
courage you  to  take  an  active 
part  in  Church  activities  and  to 
lend  your  support  to  the  success 
of  religious  activities  on  campus. 

The  Brigham  Young  University 
Stakes  have  been  organized  to 
give  all  BYU  students  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  ah  active  part  in 
spiritual  activities  while  attend- 
ing school.  Our  Stake  Presiden- 
cies, High  Councils  and  Bishop- 
riG.s  are  dedicated  to  this  end,  and 
we  want  you  to  feci  free  to  con- 
tact many  of  us  at  any  time  if 
wo  can  be  of  personal  help  to 
you. 

The  following  procedures  con- 
cerning ward  memberships  have 
been  given  to  u.s  by  the  First 
Presidency'  aiul  the  Quorum  of 
the  Twelve.  j 

1. Each  ward  on  the  campus  has 
been  given  a clearly  defined  area 
from  which  that  ward  must  de- 
rive its  members! 

2.  All  single  students  living 
away  from  home  must  attend 
the  BYU  ward  in  which  lie  or  she 
resides. 

3.  Single  students  living  with  i 
relatives  may  elect  to  attend  the! 
ward  in  which  the  family  lives,  I 
or  may  elect  to  attend  a BYUj 
ward.  The  same  regulations  ap- 
plies, however,  in  that  he  or  she 
must  attend  the  ward  in  which 
he  or  she  lives. 

4.  Single  students  living  with 
Iheir  parents  must  attend  the  off- 


campus  ward  in  which  the  family 
lives,  unless  the  Bishop  of  that 
ward  agrees  with  the  Bishop  of 
the  BYU  ward  that  it  would  be 
the  best  interest  of  that  student 
to  attend  a BYU  ward.  In  case 
they  cannot  agree,  a determina- 
tion may  be  sought  from  The 
First  Presidency. 

5.  Single  persons  who  are  not 
studerits  of  BYU,  but  who  are  liv- 
ing away  from  home,  may  attend 
a campus  ward  but  must  attend 
the  ward  in  which  they  reside. 

6.  Married  couples,  providing 
the  husband  or  wife  is  a BYU 
student,  may  elect  'to  attend  an 
off-campus  ward,.or  a BYU  ward, 
but  must  attend  the  ward  in 
which  they  reside  (either  on 
campus  or  off  campus). 

7.  ,No  exceptions  to  the  above 
rules  may  be  made  by  Bishops. 
Only  the  Stake  Presidents  involv- 
ed may  make  exceptions,  and 


these  must  be  done  in  writing.  It 
shouW  be  noted  that  only  extreme 
circumstances  will  warrant  ex- 
ceptions, and  that  students  are 
encouraged  to  follow  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  General  Authorities 
in  attending  the  wards  in  which 
tney  reside. 

8.  All  students  attending  a 
BYU  ward  during  the  regular 
school  year  may  continue  attend- 
ing that  same  ward  during  the 
summer  months  ,or  may  attend 
the  new  ward  in  which  they  re-, 
side. 

May  the  Lord  bless  and  pros- 
per you  during  your  stay'  in 
Brigham  Young  University.

Utah’s  Mineral  Industries  Sem- 
inar for  school  teachers  is  being 
offered  at  Brfgham  Young  Uni- 
versity this  fall,  sponsored  by  the 
Natural  Resources  Council  of  the 
Utah  Associated  Chambers  of 
[Commerce  and  the  BYU  College 
of  Business. 

THE  sExUINAR  will  be  offered 
on  Wednesday  of  each  week  from 
Sept.  18  to  Dec.  4,  and  will  pro- 
*vide  three  hours  of  regular  Uni- 
versity credit  (Econorpics  520). 

Six  field  trips  will  be  held  on 
Saturdays  to  the  various  mineral- 
industrial  organizations  through- 
out the  state.  The  seminar  will 
survey  such  industries  as  copper, 
lead,  zinc,  uranium,  cobalt  and 
tungsten.  Utah’s  iron,  steel,  oil, 
and  gas  industries  will  also  be 
lyisited  as  will  fabricating  plants, 
salt  and  fertilizer  plants  and 
building  material  industries. 

Thirty-five  scholarships  cover- 
ing registration  and  tuition  fees 
for  the  field  trips  are  being  made 
available  from  thg  Kennecott 
Copper  Corporation  through  the 
auspices  of  the  Natural  Resour- 
ces Council,  according  to  Dr.  Ro- 
bert J.  Smith,  acting  dean  of  the 
BYU  College  of  Business.

A triceratops  skull,  probably 
the  largest  dinosaur  head  ever 
found,  has  been  discovered  and 
freighted  to  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity by  James  A.  Jensen,  geol- 
ogy curator. 

THE  GIGANTIC  -fossil  arrived 
at  Provo  in  a railroad  car  from 
Miles  City,  Mont.,  near  the  site 
of  Mr.  Jensen’s  diggings.  It  was 
discovered  in  the  Hell  Creek  beds 
of  the  Fort  Peck  reservoir  area. 

The  skull  it.self  weighs  over  a 
ton,  while  the  entire  field  pack- 
age of  skull,  burlap,  plaster  and 
crating  weighs  about  two  tons. 
The  skull  is  about  six  feet  wide 
and  nearly  nine  feet  long. 

HE  FOUND  the  skull  during 
an  exploratory  trip  last  spring 
and  returned  this  month  with  a 
crew  to  help  recover  the  geolog- 
ical treasure. 

Mr.  Jensen  reported  the  prize 
was  removed  with  great  hard- 
ship. The  crew  had  to  build  a 
quarter  mile  of  road  by  hand  to 
get  heavy  equipment  to  the  site 
to  hoist  the  skull.  It  was  painted 


with  several  gallons  of  shellac  to 
harden  the  surface.  Then  it  was 
covered  with  burlap  and  half  a 
ton  of  plaster  of  paris,  and  a 
crate  of  heavy  timbers  was  con- 
structed around  it. 

THE  BYU  scientists  also  were 
assisted  by  Harvard  University 
field  crews  and  Mr.  Rosendo  Pas- 
cual,  head  of  the  paleontology 
department  of  the  Museum  of  La 
Plata,  Argentina.  The  .same  three 
institutions  are  planning  a joint 
expedition  into  the  foothills  of 
the  Andes  mountains  next  year. 

The  triceratops  lis’ed  at  the  end 
of  the  age  of  dinosaurs.  It  was  a 
plant  eating  reptile  with  throe 
horns  and  a bony  shield  over  the 
back. 

MR.  JENSEN  esJtimated  the  ari- 
imal  was  qbout  25  foot  long  and 
stood  about  eight  feet  tall.  The 
huge  skull,  not  counting  its  man- 
tle, accounted  for  about  a fourth 
of  its  length.  He  said  an  odd  cir- 
cumstance with  triceratops  .skulls 
is  that  the  rest  of  the  b^y  skel- 
eton is  not  found  with  them.

without  any  outside  apparatus  j 
involved  in  the  application.

Dqn- 
lis  Brewster  won  this  year’s  beef 
trust  trophy  as  well  as  a glare 
rom  the  coaching'"  staff.  The 
lophomore  tackle  from  Hawaii 
registered  an  even  250  pounds. 

Two  other  tackles,  Larry  Pe- 
ters (242)  and  John  Kawaa  (238) 
•weren’t  too  far  behind. 

By  position,  the  tackles  came 
up  with  the  greatest  displace- 
ment average  of  225-pounds  per 
player.
